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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . Claims 2-6, 14-17, 19-23 and 3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 2 is inconsistent with claim 1 because it recites a different way of obtaining the 
corrected signal. It is suggested that claim 2 be rewritten as an independent claim. Similarly note 
claims 6, 15 and 19. Claims 3 and 20 are mis-descriptive because there is only one iteration for 
each one of the plurality of partial correction signals. Claim 14 is inconsistent with claim 1 
because there is no crest reduction. Similarly note claim 31 . Also, proper dependent claims 
must include all limitations of the claim(s) that they are dependent upon. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 7-13, 18, 24-30 and 32-34 are allowed. 

3. Claims 2-6, 14-17, 19-23 and 31 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Specification 

4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 
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5. The specification was substantial amended via a preliminary amendment of June 24, 
2004, but the only drawings in the application are the originally submitted drawings of March 
12, 2004. The specification and the drawings are inconsistent, e.g. page 1 refers to elements 24, 
25 and 26 of Fig. 1 but Fig. 1 fails to show these elements so labeled, and page 2 refers to Fig. 2 
but the drawing show Figs. 2A and 2B. Also, it is suggested that applicant submit a substitute 
specification for the sake of clarity.
